Chicago, July 28— Serious rioting 
of whites and blacks in th e negro 
district of Chicago broke 
out

afternoon and before midnight two 
men w'ere dead, according to the po­

drowned, 
two 
negroes probably fatally 
wounded, 
and more than a score, possibly fif­ 
ty, persons, both blacks and whites, 
wounded 
or 
injured 
by 
bullets, 
stones, clubs and other missiles, fifty 
or more arrests were made and every 
available protection was rushed to 
the black belt.

Races Segregated 
The trouble started at the T w e n ­ 
ty -nin th street beach, where whites 
and 
blacks are segregated, spread 
along tw enty-ninth street to State 
s t r e e t , a distance of nearly a mile 
and along the latter, the main t h o r ­ 
oughfare in th e h e a rt of the negro 
district, which extends about 
flv*f 
miles. 
The shooting started near 
the beach.

has extended over a period of month s

The bolsheviks tire trying to p r e ­ 
vent discrim ination from being m ade 
ag ain st th e JewH, and have succeed­ 
ed rem arkably well.
